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President Jeha F. Kennedy was shot and Killed by an 
unknown assailant at approxiinately 17:29 p.m, » November 22, 1963, 
in Dallas, Tezas. Investiyation wag Immediately instituted in an 
effort to identify and apprehend the person respcnoible for tais 
&sSassination, 


At opproximately 2:00 P.Mm., information was received 

that a suspicious pereon had entered the ‘Texas Theater which ig 

‘ Iocated about six tenths of a mile from the four hundred bleek af 
East 10th Street in Dallas where J. Db. Vdopitt, a Dallas Police a 
Departument pairolman hed been shot and killed About 1:13 p.m,.———_. 
Oilicers cf the Dallas Police Dopariment and FBI Avenats vonverged 
on the theater and took into custody Loe Narvey Oswald who resjsted 
arrest and attempted to fire a . 38 caliber revolver which was token 
from his person. 


State complaints were filed cn November 22, $563, 
charging Oswald with the murder of President Kennedy and 
Patrolman Tippitt. 
Investivation has established that Oswald was employed 
at the Texas School Book Depository which has been identified as the 
building from which the fatal chots wore fired at the President. A 
fellow employee einted he took Oswald to work an the inorning of November 22, 
1963, nt which time Oswald wos carrying a packere cf sulficient length 
to cantain a disassemblod rifle and which Oswald paid consisted of 
curtain reds. Oswald was ebserved cn the fifth floor of the building in 
which he was employed at “pproxtmately 11:50 a.m. » November 22, 
1863. Oswald was again cbserved inside the building Shortly after 
the shooting but could not be fe “9d thereafter, Anether fellow employee 
atated shots were fired "right ove hie? tad’ ele this omployee was , . 
watching the car occupied by President Kendal? passing in frent of the ; 
Building. A witness to the ebocting wtated that the shots were fired by 
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a& white man from WAinCow on the afickh flcor of the bullding 4p which 
Cswald way employed. ‘Thi, wines inter 82lected Oswald fu a line~ 
uD As the perren who Pepoimbled the §ndividual he chserved {ire the 
Tifle from the “4ndow, ‘Zhe VWALNCSS vould net make gq po3ltive 
identification, Drs.

A O.5 caliber Italian enrbine rifle with a four-power Scope 
Was found on the Olxth floor ct the building in whieh Oswald wos employed 
find from which the Ghots nt the President were rod, faveutientien by 
Cur Chiceco Office has revealed that p weapon of thin ceserinticn and 
identical ceriql Bumber was cold to cue A. TWdell, Post Cifice Dox nos, 
Ballas, Texas, on Mareh 28, 1083, for OU1.A5. This Post Cifles Pox 
at that time was Yented by Mrs, Lea tL. Oswaid, believed to ba the 
mcther af Busnect. Oswald, at the time of his arrest, hod in hig 
POSS@BGicn a Selective Service ecard dn tho name cf. lex Hidell. The 
recovered riflo ag well as the, 88 caliber revolyar taken frony Oswild, 
were immediately browzht to the PRI Lavoratory for erwuination, 


Nowos determined that a bullet found on one of tho stretchers 
at the hospital following the admittance ef President Rennedy had been 
fired from the rifle referred to above, Muaiuination alvo iontifiod 
two ballet frowinents found in the Prentctatial car-o8 hayine bong 

fred {rom thig Jame weapon. Other eCxarainitlons in the FSI 
Laboratory are continuing. 


A brown paper bay BOscibly usoad to carry the rifle wes found 
near the window On the sixth floor of the Culldins from srthich toe shots 
Were fired. A latent flacernrint devolorsd on this frye by faa Shy 
Identification Division wag identified wlth the left jncex fingcr fiooression 
of Lee Harvey Omyald. 
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With respect to backrround infor mation concerning Quswald, his 
birth date has been Verified nt New Orleans, Louisiana, 28 October 18, 
4939. He attended hieh wchool at Fort Worth, Texas, tne fecording to 
Tecords of the Office ef Noval Intolivence, eniisted jn (ha Untted Ctates 
Marine Corps at Dallas, Texas, on October a4, 1056, for 9 three-year 
term. He wag relenved to inactlye Cuty on Senlember 11, 1059, but his 
military oblvaiton continued untt] December 8, 1982, 


According to information received from tha Etrte Department, 
he indicated 10 the Amesiean Embasay jn Moscow on Oclober 31, 1959, 
that he wished to renounce hig Amerifoan cidizenuhin, Ne clatm - at the 
time that he had been n radar Oporator in ihe Marine Corps and had told 
Loviet Ofiicinls that 4 R22 were uvanted £oviet efilizenehtn, be would raake 
known information Cencorniny the Marine Corns, which WAS in hts - 
POBBeScClon. Cn {is Hccaulon he declared, "Cam a Marxist, The 
United Preas on November ts 150, reported that Soviat Puthorities 
had refused to grant Oownla Soviot Citizenship, but would permit him to 
live in Russia Q8 4 resident Alien. 


Office of Naval] Intelltizence Teporicd that Oswald had B3en 
undesirably discharved from the Marine Corps Resarve on August 17, 
1 


On January 30, 42961, Oswnta corresponded with the then 
Secretary Gr the Mavy John R, Connally, with reopect to hin undesirable 
discharge requesting that {ppropriate action be taken to Cchanze hig status 
end indicating he intended to return to this country. This wag followed 
by a letter dated Mareh 22, 1062, arocted to Assistant Diroctor of 
Perconnel, Brbradler Genera] Torptcins, Unlted Stateg Marine Corps, 
at which time he made q Bimilar complaint, 


Informetion ha; Ukewise been received from the Cifice of 
Benator John G. Tower (Republican - Texns) that during 195] Oswald 
had requested that Eenator Tower intercede in 46 behalf with Loviet 
authorities, £0 that they would 4llow him to return to the United Stateg, 


According to infor mation recelved from tha Biate PDocartment 
On May 17, 162, Oswald and iis wife, n Boviet citizen, had bean @ranted 
exdt permits ty leave Rusesin, and the Ginte Dopartnient had flven aporeval 
for their trave} to the United States &ccompanied by an infant ehild. 
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Oswald was interviewed by Epecial Agents of this Bureau at 
Fort Worth, Texas, on June 26, 1962, at which time he was curt, sullen 
and arrogant. We declined to unswer questions as to why he inade the 
trip to Russia or his experiences while there. He indicated that he had 
been employed as a sheet metal worker in a television factury and admired 
the Russian form of Government. He elatmed fainflfarity with the theories 
of Karl Marx, put denied being a member of the Communist Party or having 
renounced his United States citizenshio. According to Oswald, the Soviets 
never attempted to obtain information from him nor did he make any deals 
with the Soviets in order to obtain per-aission to return to the United States. 
He disclaimed any affiliation with Soviet intelligence. 


Upon reinterview on Auguct 16, 1962, he acknowledged recently 
visiting the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C., but indicaicd his visit 
was colely to register his wife's current nddress as required by Eoviet law. 
fe xgain denied requesting revucation of his United States citizenship or 
allegiance to the Soviet Goveriment. 


Accurding to information develeped by this Bureau, Oswald was 
arrested on August “9, 1063, for disturbing the peace in Mew Orleans, 
Loulsiana, as a resuli of disteibuting a pamphlet for an organization known 
as "Fair Play for Cuba."" He pleaded guilty and elected to pay a fewvof $10. 


Oswald was interviewed on August 10, 1962, at which time he 
indicated he was unemployed and had been in New Orleans for a proximately 
four months. White there he read Hterature distributed by the fair Play 
for Cuba Committee which he considered rot to be cominunist cominated 
Or controlled. He corresponded with the Committee at 799 Broadway, 

New York City, and paid a $5. C0 membership fee. He received a 
membership card in the New Orlenns chapier dated June 6, 1963, signed 
A. J. Hidell. 


The Fair Play for Cuba Committee is a pro-Castro orvanization 
founded during the Spring of 1960, whose function is to propagandize the 
Castro revime. 


The Central Intelligence Agency adviged that on October 1, 1963, 
an extremely sensitive source had reporied that an indivicual {dantified 
-himself as Lee Oswald, who contacted the Soviet Embassy in Mexico City 
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inquiring on 40 cay moseazes. Poeelol Avonis of Milas Burcau, who have
